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OECD must assume active role 
in lax haven’ discussions, says 
Netherlands Antilles minister 




WILLEMSTAD, Curacao: In 
the global economic crisis, 
many countries are now more 
than ever taking action against 
“tax haven” jurisdictions but, 
according to State Secretary 
of Finance of the Netherlands 
Antilles, Alex Rosaria, while 
national tax administrations 
have every right to draw up 
objective criteria upon which 
to designate “tax havens”, 
unfortunately many countries 
subj ectively blacklist 

jurisdictions. “The problem 
is that there is no widely 
accepted definition of what 
constitutes a Tax haven’. The 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) should step up to 
the plate and develop global 
standards in international tax 
cooperation,” Rosaria said. 
“The international community 
must realize that it is perfectly 
legitimate for small economies 
lacking natural resources 
to support the development 


of well-regulated financial 
services. Based on this 
commitment, the Netherlands 
Antilles have not only been 
working with the OECD and 
the EU, but have also been 
commended by the OECD 
Secretary-General,” he added. 
The State Secretary said he 
is very worried that, in spite 
of commitment to work 
and continue to work in 
international tax cooperation, 
the Netherlands Antilles is 
still referred as a “tax haven”. 
“There is no widely accepted 
and transparent definition of 
what constitutes a Tax haven’. 
Additionally, the process of 
being removed from Tax 
haven’ lists is ill-defined and 
protracted,” Rosaria stated. 
According to Rosaria, the 
OECD should step up to the 
plate. “OECD should take the 
lead to not only publicize all 
jurisdictions that are compliant 
with their standards, but also 
convince others (especially

Additionally 
the OECD should develop 
widely accepted standards in 
international tax cooperation 
and methods for assessing 
whether they are being 
applied,” he said. “Inclusion 
on a 4 tax havens’ list further 
damages the international 
financial sectors of well- 
regulated small jurisdictions, 
consequently undermining 
their government’s ability to 
provide well-being for their 
populations. This is not a light 
matter but one involving our 
survival,” Rosaria concluded.

Dow ends at lowest close 
in more than 6 years

NEW YORK - The Dow Jones industrial average tumbled to 
its lowest close in more than six years on Thursday as sharp 
declines in key financial shares led the market lower. The 
blue chips broke through a psychological barrier established 
in November to close at their lowest level since Oct. 9, 2002, 
the last bear market low. 

The feeble performance marks a setback for many investors 
who hoped the Nov. 20 finish would mark the low point of 
the market’s extended decline from its October 2007 highs. 
The market’s inability to rally also signals that investors 
see no immediate end for the recession, which is already 14 
months old and one of the most severe in decades. 

The Dow had been threatening to break through the November 
bottom since Tuesday, when the index tumbled 300 points 
on worries about the economy and the stability of banks in 
Eastern Europe. Stocks had barely held the November low 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. 

On Thursday, persistent worries about financial and 
technology stocks weighed on the market, with steep dropoffs 
in financial bellwethers like Citigroup and Bank of America 
leading the way downward. Both stocks ended down about 
14 percent. 

The Dow lost 89.68, or 1.2 percent, to end at 7,465.95. It was 
the lowest finish since October 2002. 

Broader indexes also fell. The Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
ended down 9.48, or 1.20 percent, to 778.94, but finished 
above its Nov. 20 low of 752.44. 

The technology-heavy Nasdaq composite index suffered 
the biggest hit Thursday after Hewlett Packard Co. tumbled 
7.9 percent after posting worrisome results. The Nasdaq fell 
25.15, or 1.71 percent, to 1,442.820

Feb. could be worst month 
yet for jobless claims

WASHINGTON - February is 
shaping up to be another brutal 
month of job losses: The number 
of laid-off workers receiving 
unemployment benefits hit 
an all-time high of nearly 5 
million, and new jobless claims 
are at levels not seen since the 
early 1980s. 

The Labor Department reported 
Thursday that the number 
of people receiving regular 
unemployment benefits rose by 
170,000 to 4.99 million for the 
week ending Feb. 7, marking the 
fourth straight week continuing 
claims have hit a record. 

The surge in joblessness has 
pushed those claims far above 
the 2.77 million people getting 
benefits a year ago. The 
number totals 6.54 million with 
the inclusion of an additional 
1.5 million people who are 
getting extended benefits under 
a program passed by Congress 
last summer. 

And those numbers are sure 
to climb higher, based on the 
flood of newly laid-off workers 
seeking benefits. 

The government reported 
Thursday that new jobless 
claims for last week totaled 
627,000, the same level as the 
previous week but higher than 
economists expected. It also 
was near the recent high of 
631,000 hit three weeks ago, 
which was the most new weekly 
claims since 1982 when the 
country was in another severe 
recession. The three straight 
weeks of seasonally adjusted 
claims above 600,000 also is 
the longest stretch in more than 
26 years. 

“The labor market is in 
disarray,” said Mark Zandi, 
chief economist at Moody’s 
Economy.com. “We are seeing 
job losses across nearly every 
industry and every region of the 
country.” 

Based on current trends, net job 
losses for February could well 
top 700,000, Zandi said. That 
would surpass the 598,000 jobs 


lost in January, which had been 
the biggest total since 1974. 
Worries about the economy 
draggedtheDowJonesindustrial 
average down nearly 90 points 
Thursday to close at 7,465.95, 
its lowest level in more than six 
years. The Standard & Poor’s 
500 index and the technology- 
heavy Nasdaq composite index 
also fell. 

Even with approval of a $787 
billion economic stimulus 
package this week, economists 
are warning that any recovery 
may not take hold until late 
this year at the earliest, given 
that the housing market is still 
deteriorating, the financial 
market has yet to stabilize and 
job losses are mounting. 

Dennis Lockhart, president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta, said in a speech 
Thursday that the economy 
faces obstacles for the next 
several quarters that would 
work against a strong recovery. 
“Those obstacles include credit 
markets not yet returned to 
healthy functioning, a housing 
market still weighed down by an 
excess supply of homes for sale 
and low business and household 
confidence,” Lockhart said. 
“None of these is likely to turn 


around quickly.” 

In other economic news, 
wholesale inflation surged 
unexpectedly in January, 
according to the Labor 
Department. Wholesale prices 
jumped 0.8 percent last month, 
the biggest gain since July 
and well above the 0.2 percent 
increase that economists 
expected. 

The acceleration was led by 
a 3.7 percent surge in energy 
prices. Gasoline prices jumped 
15 percent, the biggest gain in 
14 months. Even outside the 
volatile food and energy sectors, 
wholesale prices showed a 
bigger-than-expected increase, 
rising 0.4 percent. 

Meanwhile, the New York- 
based Conference Board said 
its January index of leading 
economic indicators rose 0.4 
percent, the second straight 
monthly gain. 

However, economists dismissed 
the gains in both wholesale 
prices and economic indicators 
as temporary blips that did not 
signal either a problem with 
inflation or a potential rebound 
in the economy. 

The Conference Board said the 
single biggest boost to the index 
was the real money supply. Q

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BRISTOL PALIN SPEAKS

Is abstinence “realistic”? 

According to a rash of headlines, Gov. Sarah Palin’s 18-year-old 
daughter, Bristol Palin, says “no.” Thus (the media gleefully report) 
the young thing repudiates her famous mother’s conservative values 
while speaking to Fox News’ Greta Van Susteren. 

What Bristol actually said went more like this: 

Greta: “Do you have a philisophical or religious opposition to 
(contraception)?” 

Bristol: “No I don’t want to get into detail about that — I think 
abstinence is, like, the ... I don’t know how to put it, like ... the main 
— everyone should be abstinent or whatever, but it’s not realistic at 
all.” 

Greta: “Why?” 

Bristol: “Because it’s more and more accepted now ... among kids 
my age.” 

(Note: I wonder if Bristol really thinks sexual virtue is harder 
these days than it was, say, 30 years ago when her mom and I were 
teenagers. That would be circa 1979. I could tell Bristol some 
stories — the sexual revolution has been swinging pretty hard for a 
good long time now.) 

Greta ask: “How do you change that?” 

Bristol: “To see stories like this, and to see other stories of teen 
moms. ... You should just wait 10 years; it would be so much 
easier.” 

Of course the “not realistic” comment that blared across the 
headlines was only a stray comment by Bristol in the middle of a 
long interview. The headline vultures descended upon it because 
the “A-word” causes so many people to snort, see red and charge 
into battle against the bare idea that chastity is even a possibility 
for teens (or anyone else). We all know that sexual passion is 
difficult to constrain and direct. But there is something strangely 
dehumanizing about the way so many adults are so eager to insist 
that sexual self-control is actually impossible. 

That, of course, was not Bristol’s purpose. She wanted to emerge on 
national TV as an advocate against teen pregnancy. 

“It’s so much easier if you’re married, and if you have a house and 
career. ... It’s not a situation you want to strive for,” the teen mom 
said. 

But the headlines and the interview make clear that Bristol, perhaps, 
did not achieve her goal 

For one thing, there’s that darn baby looking so cute on TV, and the 
young mother apparently unfazed by it all. 

Then there’s her mom, the governor of Alaska, dropping by the 
TV studio to sing Bristol’s praises: Bristol is “a strong and bold 
young woman, and she’s an amazing mom. ... We’re very proud of 
Bristol.” 

Gov. Palin goes so far as to suggest that, so long as the babies and 
their young moms are taken care of by families — “five generations” 
of Palins are helping Bristol out — and not by government, then well 
maybe it’s not really anybody’s business. 

Despite Bristol’s best intentions (and I don’t doubt her sincerity), 
it’s pretty hard to emerge from the interview asking hard questions 
about teen motherhood. And the subject of being married — rather 
than merely old — before having a baby doesn’t seem to really come 

up.a 


Clinton must nress China on rights

Washington - When Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
touches down in Beijing this week 
she will face an authoritarian 
Chinese government wringing 
their hands over a remarkably 
brazen online petition for human 
rights and an end to autocratic 
rule that is circulating among its 
citizens. 

This petition, Charter 08, is not 
what China’s rulers expect to 
talk about with Secretary Clinton 
on her first trip abroad for the 
new Obama administration. She 
should insist that they do. 

The reason: Charter 08 is the 
longest sustained human rights 
campaign in China since the 
Tiananmen Square massacre 20 
years ago this June and continues 
to spread throughout China 
despite the government’s best 
attempts. 

It was released by Chinese 
intellectuals, lawyers, and 
dissidents on the 60th anniversary 
of the signing of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights 
Dec. 10 and has since been 
signed by over 8,000 ordinary 
Chinese citizens, who are bravely 
displaying their names, addresses, 
and occupations online for all to 
see, including China’s fearsome 
secret police. 

Clinton should capitalize on 
the momentum created by the 
charter to promote a responsible 
human rights agenda. To be sure, 
much has changed in China since 
Tiananmen Square. 

But, despite progress in realizing 
social and economic rights and 
some increases in individual 
freedoms, China today remains 
responsible for profound 
violations of its people’s civil and 
political rights, from restrictions 


on free expression and religious 
freedom to detention without trial, 
torture, excessive use of the death 
penalty, involuntary resettlement, 
and forced abortions. In its 
foreign policy, China often backs 
repressive regimes around the 
world, including Sudan and 
Myanmar (Burma), and waters 
down international sanctions 
against them. 

America and China’s interrelated 
responsibilities to address climate 
change are expected to dominate 
Clinton’s conversations with the 
Chinese. Cutting greenhouse- 
gas emissions is critical to our 
bilateral relations and to the health 
and prosperity of the planet. 
But China is unlikely to meet 
its environmental obligations 
without the accountability 
provided by democracy and 
human rights. 

In addition to the Tiananmen 
anniversary, 2009 is also a year 
of multiple significant political 
anniversaries as well as the year 
for China’s evaluation under the 
UN Universal Periodic Review. 
In fact, the Human Rights 
Council and several UN member 
states have called on China to 
extend to its citizens - especially 
ethnic minorities, journalists, and 
human rights defenders - full 
access to human rights. 

In anticipation, the Chinese 
government has already 
intensified security. Strong 
crackdowns against protesters in 
Tibet have been under way since 
January. Authors of Charter 08 
have been harassed and detained. 
Beijing police barred organizers 
of the “20 Year Anniversary of 
China/Avant-Garde Exhibition” 
from hosting events, and other 
Tiananmen-related crackdowns 
are likely to continue in the 
coming months as the government 


attempts to avoid Tiananmen- 
related “embarrassment.” 

The Obama administration should 
not allow these anniversaries - 
and the human rights values they 
represent - to go forgotten. Not 
only does the United States have 
a moral obligation to confront 
human rights issues in China, but 
it is in the best strategic interests 
of the US to do so. Given the 
high degree of interdependence 
between the US and Chinese 
economies and China’s growing 
military reach, American interests 
are best served by a stable China 
with a robust commitment to the 
rule of law. Those conditions are 
undermined by a failure to respect 
human rights. 

Recalling her groundbreaking 
pronouncement as first lady 
at the 1995 Beijing Women’s 
Conference that “Women’s 
rights are human rights,” Clinton 
should take similar advantage 
of this week’s discussions to 
persuade China that it will not 
be able to address these pressing 
issues successfully if it ignores 
human rights. The secretary must 
stress that greater democracy 
and human rights will be integral 
to China if it is to be the highly 
respected global leader it aspires 
to be. 

No one is better placed than 
Clinton with her international 
reputation for hard-headedness 
and high ideals to help China 
make the connection between 
greater freedom and respect for 
the rule of law and more effective 
government and less civil 
unrest. Her message should be 
straightforward: It’s a new day in 
America and can be a new day in 
US-China relations, but bilateral 
relations will never be fully 
harmonious without real progress 
on human rights.□ 
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Food poisoning strikes 1 in 4 Americans each year

ATLANTA - Next time you 
have a case of diarrhea that 
lasts a day or more, chances are 
better than 1 in 3 that it was food 
poisoning. As many as a quarter 
of Americans suffer a foodbome 
illness each year — though only 
a fraction of those cases get 
linked to high-profile outbreaks 
like the recent salmonella- 
peanut scare, according to 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 
“Outbreaks are dramatic 
instances,” says Dr. Robert 
Tauxe, a CDC expert on the 
subject. But they highlight a 
health threat that many people 
exaggerate and misunderstand, 
according to some experts. 
Scientists have counted more 
than 250 food-related types 
of illness — from viruses to 
bacteria to parasites. Most 
common are Norwalk-like 
viruses — famous for sickening 
cruise-ship passengers. They 
account for about two-thirds of 
known food-poisoning cases, 
according to the CDC. 

Two types of bacteria, 
Campylobacter and salmonella, 


are the next most common. 
Campylobacter is blamed 
for about 14 percent of food 
poisonings, salmonella for 
roughly 10 percent. 

The exact toll of these and other 
bugs is not really known. 

Ten years ago, a team of CDC 
scientists put together the best 
enduring estimate of how many 
Americans get food poisoning 
each year: 76 million illnesses, 
which resulted in 325,000 
hospitalizations and 5,000 
deaths. 

No more recent figures are 
available. But the current 
numbers must be close to 
87 million cases, 371,000 
hospitalizations and 5,700 
deaths, according to an 
Associated Press calculation 
that used the CDC formula and 
current population estimates. 
The statistics seem even more 
alarming in the context of a 
parade of high-profile food¬ 
poisoning outbreaks in recent 
years: salmonella poisoning 
linked to hot peppers and 
tomatoes from Mexico that 
sickened more 1,400 last year; 
an E. coli outbreak from bagged 
spinach in 2006; and even 


deadly cases of hepatitis A from 
green onions in 2003. 

The recent peanut-related 
salmonella outbreak has caused 
more than 640 confirmed 
illnesses in 44 states and been 
linked to nine deaths. It was 
traced to a Virginia-based 
company, Peanut Corp. of 
America, which makes minor- 
label peanut butter, peanut paste 
and other products. 

Those numbers just scratch the 
surface: A case is confirmed 
only after a lab test is sent to 
the CDC. Many sick people just 
soldier on without even seeing 
a doctor. 

Health officials assume that for 
every salmonella case, there 
are three dozen unreported 
cases. By that calculation, the 
latest peanut-related outbreak 
actually has sickened closer to 
20,000 people. 

But the problem could be a lot 
worse. 

The number of confirmed 
food poisonings has basically 
held steady in recent years. 
It may seem worse because 
more advanced testing allows 
investigators to better link cases 
and identify outbreaks, CDC 


officials said. 

Also, despite sometimes 
dramatic problems in food 
production and inspections, 
the U.S. food supply is still 
considered one of the safest in 
the world, several experts said. 
Food poisoning affects an 
estimated 25 percent of 
Americans every year. That 
compares with roughly 30 
percent ofpeopleinindustrialized 
countries, according to the 
World Health Organization. The 
toll, of course, is much higher 
in developing countries, where 
diarrheal diseases are a major 
cause of death for children. 

But not all of our food comes 
from within our borders, as 
demonstrated by last summer’s 
vegetable-caused outbreak. 

“I usually say it is one of the 
safest in the world,” said Tauxe, 
when asked about the U.S. food 
supply. “But increasingly, our 
food supply is the world.” 
Patients suffering gastric 
distress sometimes assume food 
poisoning, partly because of all 
the outbreak news and partly 
because it’s human nature, 
some doctors said. “I think a lot 
of people in general say, T have

Dictator.” 


Lionello on occasion answered 
his phone by saying, “I am the 
voice of Woody Allen.” For 
those who had seen Allen’s 
films only in Italian, hearing 
the real voice of Woody Allen 
could be jarring. Lionello’s 
dubbing captured all of the 
neuroses and sarcastic tones in 
Allen’s speech. 

Early in his career in 
entertainment, Lionello worked 
in theater as a comic actor 
and in cabaret, where he was 
noted for his imitations of 
veteran Italian politician Giulio 
Andreotti. Lionello also worked 
successfully as an entertainer 
on Italian TV in the 1970s and 
1980s. But it was in dubbing that 
he earned his greatest fame. 
While in other European 
countries, subtitled versions 
of foreign films in original 
language are usually available, 
most of the hundreds of movies 
imported into Italy each year 
are dubbed. □

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In Canada, Obama treads lightly on trade, war

OTTAWA (AP) — President Barack Obama stepped cautiously 
in his first foreign trip Thursday, refraining from asking Canada 
to rethink its plans to withdraw troops from Afghanistan and 
saying changes to the North American Free Trade Agreement 
can wait. 

In a news conference with Canadian Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, Obama acknowledged that he has said NAFTA does 
too little to protect U.S. workers and the environment. Canada, 
the United State’s largest trading partner, is leery of changes to 
the deal. 

Robust trade helps both nations, Obama said. Noting that 
NAFTA has side agreements on labor and the environment, he 
added: “If those side agreements mean anything, then they might 
as well be incorporated into the main body of the agreements so 
that they can be effectively enforced.” He said he hopes there 
eventually will be a way to do so “that is not disruptive to the 
extraordinarily important trade relationships” between the two 
nations. 

Both leaders said that as economies around the world face 
challenges, it’s important for the U.S. and others to resist calls 
for protectionism. 

Harper at one point appeared to lecture the U.S. president over 
the “Buy American” clause wrapped into the giant economic 
stimulus bill Obama signed Tuesday. 

It requires that U.S. iron, steel and other 
manufactured goods be used for public buildings 
and other public projects paid for under the bill.

lieberman endorses Netanyahu for Israeli nremier

JERUSALEM (AP) — Benjamin Netanyahu won the 
endorsement Thursday of an anti-Arab politician who emerged 
from Israel’s election as a kingmaker, virtually ensuring that 
the hawkish, U.S.-educated politician will once again become 
prime minister. 

The big question is whether Netanyahu will be able to build 
the broad coalition he will likely need to stay in power and 
avoid clashing with the Obama administration and much of the 
world. 

With his top rival, centrist Foreign Minister Tzipi Livni, 
signaling that she would enter the opposition, Netanyahu’s 
prospects for such a coalition do not look good. He will probably 
have little choice but to forge a coalition with nationalist and 
religious parties opposed to peacemaking with the Palestinians 
and Israel’s other Arab neighbors. 

One major Orthodox Jewish party, Shas, also threw its support 
to Netanyahu, joining a group of similar movements that did 
the same. 

“Today the foundations were laid for an extremist right-wing 
government under the leadership of Netanyahu,” Livni said 
in a text message to 80,000 members of her Kadima Party. 
“That is not our way and there is nothing for us in such a 
government... We must be an alternative of hope and go 
into opposition.” 

If Livni stays out of Netanyahu’s government, it would

almost surely hurt Netanyahu’s credibility with the 
United States and Europe. And his hold on power would 
be more tenuous in a narrow coalition of rightists, 
with hard-line allies threatening to bring down his 
government in the face of any concession for peace.

The final language makes clear, 
however, that the policy must 
not violate U.S. obligations 
under existing international 
trade agreements, including 
NAFTA. 

Obama reiterated that on 
Thursday, noting that “I 
provided Prime Minister 
Harper an assurance that I 
want to grow trade and not 
contract it.” 


Still, the bill has alarmed U.S. 
trading partners including 
Canada, who warn that 
favoring U.S. companies 
would breach Washington’s 
free trade commitments and 
could set off a retaliatory trade 
war. 

“If we pursue stimulus 
packages, the goal of which 
is only to benefit ourselves, or 
to benefit ourselves, worse, at 
the expense of others, we will 
deepen the world recession, 


not solve it,” Harper said 
during the news conference. 
“We know, as a small 
economy, we can’t recover 
without recovery in the United 
States and recovery around the 
world. 

But that’s true for all of us 
these days,” he added. 

In Afghanistan, Canada plans 
to pull its 2,500 combat troops 
from the volatile south in 2011, 
following the loss of more 
than 100 troops killed in the 
country since 2001. Obama 
is headed the other direction, 
dispatching 17,000 more U.S. 
troops to the war zone. 

Obama said Thursday he did 
not press Harper to reconsider. 
He said he praised Canada 
for its sacrifices and for 
making Afghanistan its largest 
recipient of foreign aid. 
Harper and Obama also 
announced an agreement 
to begin a clean-energy 
dialogue. Obama said it will 
“advance carbon-reduction 
technologies,” which could 
slow global warming. He 
said it also will “support the 
development of an electric 
grid that can help deliver the 
clean and renewable energy 


of the future to homes and 
businesses” in both countries. 
Harper said he was pleased 
that Canada now has a North 
American partner to help 
provide leadership on climate 
change. 

Turning to U.S.-Canada 
border security and the fight 
against terrorism, Harper said 
any threat to the United States 
is a threat to his country, too. 
The prime minister said 
Canada has made “significant 
investments” in security and 
in border protection since the 
Sept. 11,2001, terrorist attacks 
against the United States. 

But he said there’s a “real 
challenge” in increasing 
border security in a way that 
doesn’t limit commerce and 
social interaction. 

Obama said he believes the 
ties between Canada and the 
United States will grow even 
stronger over the next four 
years. 

The men took questions from 
two Canadian reporters and 
two U.S. reporters in a room 
adorned with numerous flags 
of the two nations. 

Harper, alternating between 
English and French, said 


Obama’s election “launches a 
new chapter in the rich history 
of Canada-U.S. relations.” 
Obama returned the warm 
words, saying he has top aides 
and a brother-in-law from 
Canada. “I love this country 
and think that we could not 
have a better friend and ally,” 
he said. 

Obama later made a surprise 
visit to a downtown market 
in Ottawa, leaving fellow 
customers stunned and 
delighting onlookers by 
shopping for gifts for his 
family. 

After his stop at the market, 
Obama met with Canada’s 
opposition leader, Michael 
Ignatieff. Before heading back 
to Washington, the president 
thanked U.S. Embassy workers 
who had gathered in an airport 
hangar, telling them they are 
his ambassadors here. 

He said he had chosen Canada 
for his first international trip 
to underscore the relationship 
between the two countries, and 
he talked about similarities. 
“As I was wandering around, I 
thought I might be in Chicago. 
The weather’s the same,” he 
said.Q 
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FBI tracks down Texas financier in fraud case

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Texas financier R. Allen 
Stanford was tracked down 
Thursday in Virginia, where 
FBI agents served him with 
legal papers in a multibillion- 
dollar fraud case. 

FBI agents, acting at the 
request of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, 
served Stanford court orders 
and other documents, the FBI 
and the SEC said. 

Stanford is not under arrest 
and is not in custody. 

In a civil complaint Tuesday, 
the SEC accused Stanford, 
two other executives and 
three of his companies with 
committing an $8 billion 
fraud that lured investors with 
promises of improbable and 
unsubstantiated high returns 
on certificates of deposit and 
other investments. It’s not 
clear how much of the $8 
billion was lost and how much 
investors might recover. 

Until regulators got help 
Thursday from the FBI, the 
SEC had not been able to find 
Stanford. 

A law enforcement official, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the billionaire 
was served Thursday 
afternoon by an agent who 
had staked out a location in 
Fredericksburg, Virginia. 
Around 1:45 p.m. (1845 GMT), 
the agent spotted Stanford 
in a car driven by Stanford’s 
girlfriend. The agent spoke to 
Stanford, who was riding in 
the passenger side, the official 
said. The agent handed 
Stanford the SEC complaint, 
a federal court order freezing 
Stanford’s assets and another 
order naming a receiver. 
Stanford told the agent he 
understood and would make 
arrangements to surrender his 
passport, the official said. 
Stanford has not been charged 
with any crime, though federal 
agents continue to investigate 
the case. The fallout from 
the fraud case is already 
rattling around the global 
financial system. Venezuela 
on Thursday seized a failed 
bank controlled by Stanford 
after a run on deposits there, 
while clients were prevented 


from withdrawing their money 
from Stanford International 
Bank and its affiliates in a 
half-dozen other countries. 
Stanford’s father, James, 81, 
told The Associated Press in 
Mexia, Texas, on Thursday 
that he hopes the allegations 
aren’t true. “I have no earthly 
knowledge of it,” said the elder 
Stanford, listed as chairman 
emeritus and a director for 
Stanford Financial Group. “I 
would be totally surprised if 
there would be truth to it. And 
disappointed, heartbroken.” 

He said he would tell his son 
to “Do the right thing.” 
Stanford, 58, is a larger-than- 
life figure in the Caribbean, 
using his personal fortune 
— estimated at $2.2 billion 
by Forbes magazine — to 
bankroll public works and 
cricket tournaments. 

He also is a major player 
in U.S. politics, personally 
donating nearly a million 
dollars, mostly to Democrats. 
At 6-feet-4 (nearly 2 meters) 
and 240 pounds (109 
kilograms), he towered over 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
while giving her a warm hug 


at the Democratic National 
Convention last year. 

He owns a home in the U.S. 
Virgin Islands and operates 
businesses from Houston 
to Miami and Switzerland 
to Antigua, where he holds 
citizenship and the government 
knighted him in 2006 in 
recognition of his economic 
influence and charity work. 

In an e-mail to his employees 
last week, Stanford said his 
company was cooperating 
with the probe and vowed to 
“fight with every breath to 
continue to uphold our good 
name and continue the legacy 
we have built together.” 

A federal judge appointed a 
receiver to identify and protect 
Stanford’s assets worldwide, 
including about $8 billion 
managed by the Antigua- 
based Stanford International 
Bank, which has affiliates in 
Mexico, Panama, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Peru and Venezuela. 
Also frozen were assets of 
Houston-based Stanford 
Capital Management and 
Stanford Group Co., which 
has 29 brokerage offices 
around the U.S. □

CHICAGO - A group of black 
ministers who supported 
U.S. Sen. Roland Burris as 
he fought to get his job now 
plan to ask for his resignation 


following revelations that 
he tried to raise money for 
the disgraced governor who 
appointed him, one of the 
ministers told The Associated 
Press on Thursday. 

Many of the city’s influential 


black pastors supported Burris 
because of his scandal-free 
reputation — even though 
he was appointed by then- 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich three 
weeks after the governor was 
arrested for allegedly trying to 
sell the Senate seat. 

Now some of those pastors 
will ask Burris to resign, 
according to the minister, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because a meeting 
with Burris had not yet been 
scheduled. 

Clergy Speaks 

Interdenominational, an 
umbrella group that includes 
hundreds of Chicago’s black 
churches, will meet Friday to 
discuss its support for Burris, 
spokeswoman Stephanie 
Gadlin said. For now, the 
group still supports him and 
its leaders are unaware of 
discussions about asking him 
to resign, she said. 

Burris spokesman Jim 
O’Connor would not say 
whether the senator would 
meet with ministers, and 
referred to a statement from 
Burris asking that leaders 
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“stop the rush to judgment.” 
Burris testified before the 
Illinois House committee that 
recommended Blagojevich’s 
impeachment in January that 
he hadn’t had contact with 
key Blagojevich staffers or 
offered anything in return for 
the Senate seat vacated by 
President Barack Obama. 

Last weekend, however, 
Burris released an affidavit 
saying he had spoken to 
several Blagojevich advisers, 
including Robert Blagojevich, 
the former governor’s brother 
and finance chairman, who 
Burris said called three times 
last fall asking for fundraising 
help. Burris, a former state 
attorney general, changed 
his story again this week 
when he admitted trying, 
unsuccessfully, to raise money 
for Blagojevich. 

Illinois lawmakers have 
asked local prosecutors to 
look into perjury charges, 
and a preliminary U.S. Senate 
Ethics Committee inquiry is 
under way. Burris denies lying 
under oath and has resisted a 
growing chorus of calls for his 
resignation, including from 
within his own party. 

Burris is, like Obama was, 
the only black U.S. senator. 
Blacks were among his biggest 
defenders as Burris overcame 
Senate leaders’ resistance to 
admitting a senator appointed 
by a man charged with trying 
to sell the office. 

Current sentiment in the 
black community is not 
unanimous, but the clergy’s 


silence as the maelstrom 
of criticism swells around 
Burris “speaks volumes,” said 
another minister, Ira Acree, 
of the Greater St. John Bible 
Church. 

“I’m a little disturbed, but 
because of his track record, 
don’twanttorushtojudgment,” 
Acree said Thursday. “But 
neither will I attempt to defend 
his actions.” 

Burris’ latest revelations are 
“making the black community 
just as suspicious of him as 
anyone else,” said the Rev. 
Leonard Barr of Fellowship 
Missionary Baptist Church. 
But Burris deserves a chance 
to defend himself and should 
not step down, he said. 

“I think he can do the job,” 
Barr said. “He would be a good 
senator and a conscientious 
senator.” 

People who have supported 
Burris are torn between 
feelings of anger and betrayal 
and a desire to keep the only 
black senator in the country, 
said Laura S. Washington, a 
politics professor at DePaul 
University and columnist for 
the Chicago Sun-Times. 
“They’re disappointed, 

embarrassed and worried that 
the seat will be in jeopardy,” 
Washington said. 

Edward Bogan, a 58-year- 
old printer from Chicago, 
said he doesn’t buy Burris’ 
explanation for not telling 
the House impeachment 
committee about all his 
contacts with the Blagojevich 
administration. □ 
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Teen arrested in 9 arsons in fire-ravaged Pa. town

COATESVILLE, Pa. - A 
19-year-old described as a 
pyromaniac who liked to 
watch things bum was charged 
Thursday with setting nine 
fires in an arson-plagued steel 
town, including a block-long 
blaze that displaced dozens of 
people last month. 

Roger Leon Barlow Jr., an 
automotive technical student 
from nearby Downingtown, 
was charged with arson, 
aggravated assault and related 
counts. He was arraigned 
Thursday afternoon and bail 
was set at $9 million. 

Chester County District 
Attorney Joseph Carroll, 
who lives in Coatesville, 
said he does not believe the 
fires were gang-related, hate 
crimes or targeted at specific 
individuals. Carroll called 
Barlow a pyromaniac, but 
declined to disclose evidence 
to support it, other than to say 
that Barlow enjoyed watching 
fires. 


Coatesville, about 35 miles 
west of Philadelphia, has 
tallied 18 arsons this year 
and 26 last year, one of them 
fatal. In December, authorities 
arrested three people believed 
to have been responsible for 
some of the arsons, including 
the early December blaze that 
killed an 83-year-old woman. 
The fires, however, continued 
and many of the city’s 
approximately 11,000 

residents said they were afraid 
to go to bed at night for fear 
another blaze would be set. 

On Thursday, several 
residents interrupted a City 
Hall news conference about 
the arrest with applause. City 
Councilman Kurt Schenk said 
he was elated. 

“It’s just evil — pure evil — as 
far as I can see, anybody who 
would want to hurt somebody 
like that,” Schenk said. 

Staff at the Downingtown 
district court where Barlow 
was arraigned said he did not 
have an attorney. 

Barlow, a high school graduate, 


lives with his parents. His 
father, Roger, declined to 
comment when reached by 
phone Thursday afternoon. 
The teen told investigators 
Wednesday that he set nine 
fires since Jan. 2, according to 
a police affidavit. One of them 
tore through 15 row homes 
on a single block, displacing 
about 50 residents and causing 
an estimated $1.2 million in 
damage. 

With a suspect under arrest, 
Carroll said residents should be 
able to sleep easier, “although 
I’m not convinced this is the 
only person involved.” 

Barlow set his last fire on 
Feb. 3, but the last identified 
arson in the area was Feb. 6 at 
a trailer home in nearby East 
Fallowfield Township, Carroll 
said. Besides the 18 fires in 
Coatesville this year, there 
have been at least five outside 
the city limits. 

An arson task force focused 
on Barlow after police stopped 
his vehicle during elevated 
patrols, said Mark Potter, 


Arizona 9-year-old pleads guilty in shooting death

ST. JOHNS, Ariz. - A 9-year-old boy accused of methodically shooting his father and 
his father’s roommate to death last fall pleaded guilty Thursday to one count of negligent 
homicide, settling the case that shocked and mystified the nation. 

Under a plea agreement, he pleaded guilty in the death of the roommate and charges of 
premeditated murder for both deaths were dropped. Police said the boy used a .22-caliber 
rifle to shoot the men as they returned home from work Nov. 5. 

The boy’s plea spares the rural community of about 4,000 from what would have been an 
emotional trial and prevents the boy from serving time in the state juvenile corrections system 
or being tried as an adult. He was polite in court and was never asked to explain any motive 
for the killings. The boy has not yet been sentenced. He could be sent to the county juvenile 
system, which would keep him close to his relatives. □

Investigators asked Barlow 
what he was doing in town. 
Based on his reaction — and 
a later glance at his MySpace 
page, which includes a box 
showing animated flames 
— officers knew they wanted 
to talk to him further, Potter 
said. Arsonists are typically 
motivated by thrill-seeking, 
revenge or hate, Potter said. 
“Roger Barlow’s dangerous 
and risky behavior for the past 
48 days, and maybe longer, 
has now been stopped,” he 
said. 

With Barlow in custody, 
investigators said they will 
take a new look at the other 
unsolved arsons and determine 
if he had a role in them.Q

MEXICO CITY (AP) 
— Net migration from 
Mexico, mainly to the 
United States, plunged by 
more than 50 percent in late 


2008 compared to a year 
earlier as fewer Mexicans 
left their country in search 
of work, the government 
said Thursday. 

Mexican officials attributed 
the sharp drop to tough 


economic conditions abroad 
amid a global crisis causing 
Mexicans to stay at home, 
rather than Mexicans in 
other countries returning to 
their homeland. 

“There is declining tendency 
of people going abroad, 
but we have not detected, 
up to now, any increase 
in people returning to the 
country,” said the Eduardo 
Sojo, president of Mexico’s 
National Statistics, 

Geography and Information 
Institute. 

Sojo said the net outflow of 
Mexicans — either legally 
or illegally — was 455,000 
between August 2006 and 
August 2007, the figure 
dropped to 204,000 people 
between August 2007 and 
the same month of 2008. 
While the number of 
returning Mexicans stayed 


largely the same — 478,000 
in the 2007 period as 
compared to about 450,000 
by late 2008 — the number 
leaving fell from 933,000 to 
654,000. 

The figures are estimates 
based on quarterly surveys 
of Mexican households 
carried out by the institute. 
Sojo said a recent survey 
also indicates that the 
number of Mexicans 
planning to migrate in the 
future is also dropping. 

“We have a sort of ‘leading 
indicator ’ regarding any new 
migration. This indicator 
has also been declining,” 
Sojo told an immigration 
forum. 

Sojo said a government 
survey also shows the 
number of households 
in Mexico that receive 
remittances — the money 


sent home by Mexicans 
working abroad — has also 
fallen, from 1.41 million 
in 2005 to 1.16 million in 
2008. 

Remittances, Mexico’s 
second-largest source of 
foreign income after oil, 
plunged 3.6 percent to $25 
billion in 2008 compared to 
$26 billion for the previous 
year, according to the 
country’s central bank. 
AU.S. crackdown on illegal 
immigration is believed 
to have played a role in 
reducing the number of 
Mexicans who look for 
work abroad, almost all in 
the United States. The U.S. 
recession and especially the 
downturn in the construction 
sector has reduced the 
amount of work available 
for Mexican migrants in the 
United States. □

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Kyrgyz parliament approves 
key U.S. air base closure

BISHKEK, Kyrgyzstan (AP) 
— Kyrgyzstan’s parliament 
voted to close a key U.S. air 
base in the country — a move 
that could hamper President 
Barack Obama’s efforts to 
increase the number of U.S. 
forces in Afghanistan. 
Deputies voted 78-1 Thursday 
with two abstentions for the 
government-backed bill to 
cancel the lease agreement on 
the Manas air base, a transit 
point for 15,000 troops and 
500 tons of cargo each month 
to and from Afghanistan. The 
move follows Russia’s offer of 
$2.15 billion in aid and loans 
to the impoverished Central 
Asian country. 

U.S. Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, in Poland for 
NATO talks, said the United 
States would consider paying 
more rent to continue using 
the strategic base. Speaking 
after the parliament vote in 
Kyrgyzstan, Gates said he 
considers talks still open over 
the future of the base. 

Russia has denied pushing 
Kyrgyzstan to shut the 
base, but U.S. officials were 
skeptical. 

“I think that the Russians are 
trying to have it both ways 
with respect to Afghanistan in 
terms of Manas,” Gates said. 


“On one hand you’re making 
positive noises about working 
with us in Afghanistan and 
on the other hand you’re 
working against us in terms of 
that airfield, which is clearly 
important to us.” Kyrgyz 
President Kurmanbek Bakiyev 

— who announced the planned

VIENNA (AP) — Cocaine 
smuggling to Europe is 
dramatically increasing 

through West Africa, posing 
a substantial threat to the 
stability of a region already 
troubled by war and poverty, 
an international watchdog 
warned Thursday. 

The independent International 


Narcotics Control Board 
called on the U.N. and other 
donors to provide money 
and expertise to help fight 
smuggling, particularly in 
West African countries like 
Guinea-Bissau. 

“(If European nations want) 
to stop the cocaine coming 
to them, it is in their interest 
to help the West African 
countries,” said Jonathan

Livni seeks a negotiated

Netanyahu’s partner on the 
right, Avigdor Lieberman, 
has drawn opprobrium with 
his call for Israel’s 1 million 
Arabs to swear allegiance to 
the Jewish state or lose their 
citizenship.

Lieberman’s Yisrael Beiteinu 
(Israel is Our Home) Party

Netanyahu’s Likud Party. 
That essentially allowed 
him to determine whether 
Netanyahu or Livni would be 
able to muster the backing 
of a majority in the 120-seat 
Knesset, or parliament. 
Lieberman’s stance toward 
Arabs has exposed him 
to charges of racism, and 
many see him as a far-right 
extremist. However, he is 
opposed to the Orthodox 
Jewish establishment’s control 
over key aspects of public 
life in Israel, one of several 
positions that has enabled him 
to find common ground with 
moderates. 

While announcing support for 
Netanyahu, Lieberman said 
he preferred a national unity 
government that included 
Livni over a narrow coalition 
of right wingers. 

“We need a wide government 
with the three big parties, 
Likud, Kadima and Yisrael 
Beiteinu,” Lieberman said. 
“Netanyahu will lead the 
government but it will be a 
government of Netanyahu and 
Livni together.” 

Israel’s ceremonial president, 
Shimon Peres, held talks 
with political parties before 


Lucas, the head of U.N. drug 
control efforts in southern 
Africa, who backed spending 
for training and equipment to 
help African police, judges 
and customs agents fight 
trafficking.

“It’s the weakness of the local

Traffickers are taking 
advantage of lax controls to

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Eight months after winning 
the U.S. Open on one good 
leg, a healthy Tiger Woods is 
returning to golf. 

Woods said on his Web site 
on Thursday that he will 
defend his title next week in 
the Accenture Match Play 
Championship, believing his 
reconstructed left knee and 
his game were good enough 
to win. “I’m now ready to 
play again, Woods said. 

The Match Play Championship 
in Tucson, Arizona begins on 
Wednesday, where Woods 
will end his 254-day break 
from competition. 

The timing could not be better 
for the U.S. PGA Tour, which 
has seen television ratings 
plunge after the world’s No. 1 
player had to miss the second 
half of the season, including 
two majors, the Ryder Cup 
and the FedEx Cup playoffs. 
“We are delighted that Tiger 
is returning to competition 
and look forward to watching 
him compete next week,” 
commissioner Tim Finchem 
said in a statement. 


The last shot Woods hit was 
a short par putt on the 91st 
hole of the U.S. Open at San 
Diego, where he defeated 
Rocco Mediate in a playoff to 
capture his 14th major, which 
Woods described as “probably 
the best ever” under the 
circumstances. 

He had surgery after the 
Masters last year to repair 
cartilage damage in his left 


knee, and while preparing 
to return for the U.S. Open, 
suffered a double stress 
fracture in his left leg. 

He limped badly over the final 
few days of the U.S. Open, 
later saying the swelling was 
so bad at night that he couldn’t 
see his knee cap. A week after 
winning, he had reconstructive 
surgery, the third operation on 
his left knee in five years. 


He began hitting short irons 
toward the end of December, 
and friends such as Mark 
O’Meara and John Cook said 
he had been playing plenty of 
golf over the last few weeks at 
his home course in Florida. 
The last big obstacle to his 
return was the birth of his son, 
Charlie Axel, on Feb. 8. 

“Elin and our new son Charlie 
are doing great,” Woods 
wrote. “I’ve enjoyed my time 
at home with the family and 
appreciate everyone’s support 
and kind wishes.” 

Woods will be under even 
greater scrutiny when he 
returns at Match Play, 
a tournament that was 
unpredictable even with two 
good legs. The eight-month 
break was the longest he has 
ever gone without playing, 
and there are questions of 
rust and how much he has 
modified his swing after the 
knee surgery. 

Even so, swing coach Hank 
Haney said last month that 
Woods would not return until 
he thought he could win. 

“He’s not looking to just 
participate,” Haney said last 
month. □

PEORIA, Arizona (AP) — 
Ken Griffey Jr. is returning to 
the Seattle Mariners, choosing 
the city that gave him his start 
over one closer to his family. 
Griffey, fifth on the list of all- 
time home run hitters, agreed 
a one-year deal with Seattle on 
Wednesday, having rejected a 
move to the Atlanta Braves. 
“He’s coming home. ... I 
can’t begin to tell you how 
ecstatic we are. He is, too,” 
Seattle general manager Jack 
Zduriencik said in confirming 
the deal. 

Zduriencik called 39-year-old 
Griffey “arguably one of the 
greatest athletes to ever play 


in the Seattle area.” 

The deal is for at least $2 
million, plus incentives, 
according to a person with 
knowledge of the negotiations 
who requested anonymity 
because the Mariners would 
not discuss contract details. 
The incentives could earn 
Griffey an additional million 
or more. 

Now that the Mariners have 
determined Griffey is healthy 
following knee surgery — he 
passed an extensive physical 
on Sunday — Seattle is hoping 
he brings at least a semblance 
of the impetus he provided in 
the franchise’s heyday in the 
mid-1990s. 

Seattle lost 101 games last 


season and hasn’t been the 
playoffs since 2001. 

Atlanta appeared to be 
Griffey’s choice on Tuesday 
for the same reason the former 
Mariners star left Seattle in 
2000: geography. The Braves’ 
spring training camp is about 
a 20-minute drive from 
the Griffey family home in 
Orlando, Florida, and Atlanta 
is about an hour away by 
plane. 

But after conflicting reports 
about where the aging star 
would settle, Griffey ultimately 
chose to follow through on his 
proclamation that he wanted to 
finish his career as a Mariner. 

“We were informed tonight that 
Ken Griffey Jr. has decided to 
return to Seattle,” said Braves 
general manager Frank Wren, 
who absorbed another in a 
series of disappointments. 

“We will continue to be 
open to other possibilities to
